development of ingenuity practiced by the 
fair ladies of the Confederacy during the lost 
years of the war) 


The exigencies of the time were great, for 


the outside resources of the south—slim at the 
start, if one will recall the small number of 
manufactories to be found in that section- 
were dwindling fast away, and often such 
supplies as could be developed at home and 
among families were the only ones that could 
be relied upon. 


These supplies included articles of every 


nature, from food and clothing for the fam- 
ily down to toys for the children. The ques- 
tion of dress became a perplexed one after all 
ports were blockaded by northern vessels and 
all frontier ports were held by northern 
troops, and woman's wit was severely taxed 
in order to make a good appearance from the 
material at her command. 


"CAUDLE MAKISO BEES." 


The subject of lights was another with 


which it was found difficult to contend. Tol- 
low was used freely during the first years of 
the war; old candle molds were brought out 
from their hiding places and put to use, and 
"tallow dips" became aa familiar to us as 
they had been to our forefathers. But the 
source of supply of these "lights of other 
days" soon became exhausted, and woman's 
ingenuity was again put to the test. Lard 
also had been in frequent use, and a favorite 
light was a saucer or can filled with this 
melted substance wherein floated a burning 
sycamore ball. It, too, was Rrowing scarce, 
however, and a new material must be evolved. 


Several things were tried, but a mixture of 


beeswax and rosin was found best of them 
all. Through this mixture, when melted, a 
long coil of candle wick was drawn again 
and again until thoroughly coated, and in or- 
der to make this coating even several persons 
stood in a row holding the wicking at short 
intervals and shaping the wax upon it as it 
passed through their hands. The position of 
greatest honor and difficulty in this under- 
taking was conceded to be the one next to 
the pan containing the heated melted mix- 
ture. 


When cold, this waxen rope was wound, 


row after row, around a bottle, with the free 
snd put through a strip of tin with a hole in 
it, in order to hold it upright. These candles 
gave forth a meager but a steady light. 
"Candle making bees" were quite the style, 
and young ladies and their military beaux 
"on leave" managed to extract a great deal 
ot merriment from them. The refreshments 
were usually fruit and peanuts. 


A light for sick rooms consisted of a scrap 


of paper cut like a miniature cap and set in a 
saucer of lard. "When the point of this little 
cap was well oiled and lit it gave forth suf- 
ficient illumination to see a watch or drop 
medicine by. Before lard became so scarce 
a, lady friend of ours illuminated her house 
beautifully for an evening party with these 
tiny jets of flame. She borrowed wine 
glasses from far and near, converted them 
into these little lamps and placed them in 
pyramids on mantles, brackets and all avail- 
able places. The effect was very novel and 
pretty. Those who lived in the pine regions 
obtained their light from the picturesque 
and cheerful glow of pine knots, but it was of 
so flickering a nature as to be very hard upon 
the eyes if reading, writing or sewing was at- 
tempted. 


A vision of a belated war time supper, 


eaten under the fantastic glare of a pine 
torch, held by a negro boy at the end of tho 
table, stands out in bold relief on the tablets 
of my memory, and I can see as vividly as if 
today the faces of those about the board, be- 
neath the wavering Kembrandtesque shadow 
of the torch. 


PAPEB WAS SCARCE. 


Paper grew very scarce toward the close of 


the war, and newspapers made their appear- 
ance on wall paper, while the familiar songs 
of the period, such as "LoVena," "Richmond 
on the James," "All Quiet Along the Poto- 
mac To-night," "Rock Me to Sleep" and 
"When This Cruel War Is Over" were print- 
ed on sheets much reduced from the usual 
size, and of a very coarse brown paper. En- 
velopes were always turned, and thus made 
to do double duty, and where letters were 
written in pencil tho first writing was erased 
(usually with a piece of on old rubber shoe), 
and the same paper used for the reply. 


School books of an ancient date were 


brought to light, and while in some schools 
but one text book of a certain kind was u«ed 
for an entire class, tho pupils of another class 
were, perhaps, each supplied with a different 
text book on the some subject. The greater 
number of the remedial agents of the time 
were prepared by the ladies, for regular 
ilrugs had been made contraband and were 
exceedingly hard to procure. Flaxseed, dried 
l.laelcberries, slippery elm and other such na- 
lural remedies as the country afforded were 
I.ept on hand in most families. 
Healing 


terbs were largely cultivated, and often- 
times the simplest remedies, such as pine 
ivater or shuck tea, were made to serve a 
lonely and efficient turn. 


Sick and wounded soldiers were common 


famates of private dwellings, and a roll of 
Inland bandages were usually kept with tbo 
liediciue ready for immediate usa 


And thus woman, in every capacity, as 


laithful nurse cheerful provider for the 
souse, loving worker for the absent, and 
Srave bearer of the great sorrow and priva- 
lion wrought by the war, shone forth with 
(he soft and steady brilliance of a star during 
the dark and troublous times of the Confed- 
eracy.—Jennie S. Judson in Pittsburg Bulle- 
tin.

After a little talk about the weather 
and tho fishing, one of the new comers said 
jocosely, "Do you know you are liable to a 
fine for trespassing on this woodland, cutting 
down trees and burning up the logsf He 
added that the property belonged to a cer- 
tain land company, the shares of which were 
at one time quoted on tho Boston stock ex- 
change. As soon as the other man heard the 
name of the land company he said: "Well, I 
never expected to get a cent out of that com- 
pany, and this is the first time that I have 
heard where its land is."

GEORGIA'S GREAT SWAMP. 


Ho Man's land, Where Fierce Wild 


Animals Make Their Home. 


Down in the wire grass, where the 


stately Georgia pine mingles with the 
spreading Florida magnolia, lies the 
f real Okeefeenokee swamp, larger in 
extent than any county in Georgia and 
surpassing in wild desolation the Dis- 
mal swamp of Virginia. No white 
man has ever traversed its hidden re- 
cesses, and even the untamed Indians, 
when they roamed unmolested the 
broad savannahs of the wire grass, 
shunned it as a land which the Great 
Spirit had made to tremble under his 
curse. Tho fish and game, so abund- 
ant and varied, possessed but little at- 
traction for him, and he preferred the 
open plains and the waters of the Alta- 
naha, the Alapaha and the Satilla. 
When the Indian had disappeared and 
,ho lands were divided out among the 
whites, no application was made for 
this wilderness. No one wanted it, no 
one would have it, and hence it came 
to he regarded as no man's land. 


It is a dense swamp, as impenetrable 


as the jungles of India, where the pine 
and the cypress and the maple and the 
black gum and the tupelo are clad 
with the dark gray moss, and around 
their trunks the pliant rattan, the 
clambering bamboo, the deadly poison 
oak, the running fox grape and the 
thorny touch-me-not twist and cling 
and climb. 


Briars of rank growth and the 


pearled roots of the sun palmetto and 
i.. fts of luxuriant wire grass afford a 
hiding place for moccasins and scor- 
pions and spiders. Where the under- 
growth is not so dense near the margin 
of the sluggish waters, the footfall of 
man or beast makes the earth tremble 
for a half dozen yards in every direc- 
tion, and still nearer the quagmire be- 
comes so yielding that, in the express- 
ive language of a native, "it would 
bog a saddle blanket." 


In the waters huge alligators, almost 


as large as their cousins of tho Nile, 
lazily float about watching for their 
prey; and it is abundant, for trout, 
and pike, and jack, and bream—the 
best fish that ever swam—swarm in 
the waters like grasshoppers on the 
plains. The fisherman who has the 
hardihood to wade through mud and 
slush, and face the weird loneliness, 
as well as the growl of tho bear and 
cry of the wildcat, is more than repaid. 
With a pole no longer than a buggy 
whip, aline half its length and a few 
worms, a half hour's work will secure 
a bountiful dinner. And any man 
who could not appreciate a half dozen 
of those bream, nicely browned, flank- 
ed by a "gopher" loaf and two cups of 
steaming coffee, ought to be taken up 
and sent to school. He is not edu- 
cated. 


Through tho hummock tho hears 
hare made winding paths, and along 
the margins of tho lakes the other 
slides are numerous. Wading about 
in the shallow streams the long necked 
crane and the dun colored Indian pul- 
let, without much exertion, secure 
their food, and, perched upon a dead 
limb of some overhanging cypress, the 
flshhawk watches for a choice repast. 
The bald eagle, with its eight-foot 
spread of wing, soars above the tree 
tops, ready to swoop down upon rab- 
bit, squirrel or fawn. 


In some hollow gum tree the frisky 


cubs climb up and down, waiting for 
the old she bear to bring back the 
sweets from some bee tree which she 
has nosed out. 


In this vast jungle the roar of the 


thunder sounds louder and more ter- 
rific, and the flash of the lightning 
seems more lurid and destructive. 


Woe betide the luckless adventurer 


who loses his way in this tangled 
wild wood and is compelled to pass 
the night here. To the horrors of 
darkness and unknown danger are 
added the most blood-curdling sounds. 
The hoarse monotone of the bullfrog, 
the wailing cry of the catamount, the 
deep growls of the bear disturbed in 
his slumber, tho crackling of the cane- 
brake under tho tread of the puma, 
the mournful hoot of the owl, and the 
despairing shriek of some animal that 
has fallen a victim to the wildcat are 
enough to freeze the blood and whiten 
the hair. 


But there are some islands of high 


hummock in the Okeefeenokee where 
the soil is rich, and sugar cane, corn, 
blackseed cotton, rice and sweet pota- 
toes will grow in great perfection. 
There are indications that a few hun- 
dred feet below tho surface there are 
immense coal beds. 


There are nooks of high, arable land 


•which make into the swamp, many of 
•which are inhabited. These nooks, or 
inlets of high land, are called 
"cow 


houses." The name was given to them 
because in tho old times, when the 
country beyond tho Altamaha was 
sparsely settled, the pioneers, who 
owned large herds of cattle, were ac- 
customed to drive them into these in- 
lets, where they could find abundant 
pasturage; and one man at the gap or 
mouth of the inlet could guard hun- 
dreds of head of cattle fram straying 
off. 


From the Walker cow house the 


writer has seen men with as ruddy 
cheeks as ever seen in the mountains, 
and they claim that it is as healthy as 
any part of Georgia. The people there 
live in a primitive style, making an 
abundance of everything that is need- 
ed, provisions and fruits of all kinds. 
At rare intervals they come out of the 
cow house to purchase their salt, coffee 
and tobacco, and to attend their church 
meetings. Should a stranger ever en- 
ter the cow house he is entertained 
like a prince and urged to return. 
They are a big hearted people, and the 
rights of hospitality are sacred among 
them.—Atlanta Journal.

Electricity from tile Body. 


Dr. R. D. Mussey, professor of surgery in 


Dartmouth college, in The American Journal 
of Medical Sciences for January, 1838, gives 
an account of a Mrs, B 
, a married lady, 


about 30 years of age, residing in Graf ton 
county, N. H., who gave out sparks and 
snaps continuously for thirteen weeks, when 
this power was entirely lost and did not re- 
turn again. The discovery of this faculty 
was a great surprise to the lady, and subse- 
quently caused her some annoyance. Though 
Mrs. B 
wore a silk dress at the time of 


the commencement of the phenomenon, this 
was exchanged for cotton and flannel succes- 
sively without affecting the result; and the 
manifestations were found to be due to the 
lady'sown person and not to the clothing or 
other conditions. Dr. Hussey's account is 
supported also by Dr. W. Hosford, the lady's 
family physician. 


Phenomena of this sort, when manifested, 


do not seem to be conflned to any one portion 
of the human body, though occasionally lo- 
calized. A Capuchin friar is mentioned by 
Dr. Schneider, whose scalp was a veritable 
reservoir of electricity. 
Whenever he re- 


moved his cowl a number of "shining, crack- 
ling sparks" would pass from his bald pate, 
and this phenomenon, which was definite and 
strong while the monk was in good health, 
continued perceptible after three weeks' ill- 
ness.—Hyland C. Kirk in Popular Science 
Monthly. 


He Was Shamming. 


In a large factory a workman, fa wielding

SUPERVISORS OF THE CENSUS. 


President Harrison will eend to the Sen- 


ate within the next month the names of the 
Supervisors of the eleventh cenun. 
There 


will be in all of these officers 175. Tbeir 
nominations are to be confirmed by the 
Senate the game as other Presidential offi- 
cers. 


These Supervisors or Superintendents 
ill have the employment of the enumer- 


ators and will manage a very large number 
of men in the field. Those who desire to 
secure employment ia the taking of the 
census should make application to the Su- 
pervisors, as those officers have not only 
supervision of the enumerators, but other 
employment. It is expected that members 
of Congress and Senators will very largely 
control the appointment ot enumerators, 
but private citizens will have much influ- 
ence, according to the political power they 
wield and the respectability of their stand- 
ing. 


Ths Supervisors will be charged with the 


subdivision of their districts for the pur- 
poses of enumeration; they will designate 
tu Superintendent Potter the nirnea of 
enumerators to bj emploved and the Su- 
perintendent will make the appointments. 
The Uw provides that the appointment of 
enumerators shall be without reference to 
political affiliations and with an eye single 
to their fitutBS. Preference nill be given 
tx-UoioQ boldisis and gailors who have the 
proper qualifications to fit tham for effi- 
cient SBIVICP. 
Tbe Supervisors will d reel 


tbe work of the enumerators and revise it 
when receive 1 aud forward to tlie general 
office in Washington. Tho pay of a Super- 
visor shall not be less than $500. 


Th« enumerator after being qualified is 


imposed with the duty of visiting personally 
every dwelling house m his snbiivision acd 
each family thertio, and each individual 
living out o! a f »mily in any p'aoe of abode, 
and by inquiry made of tha head of such 
family or of tbe member thereof deemed 
moat credible and worthy of trust, or of 
such individual living out of a family, to 
obtain each nnd every item of information 
and all the particulars required by the Act 
of Congress authorizing the taking of the 
eloventh census. 
"Whea no person can be 


found at the usual place of abadeo' a family 
or individual living out 
of a 
family 


competent to answer the inquiries made in 
compliance with the requirements of the 


law, 
then the enumerator shall obtain the 


required information as nearly as may be 
practicable from Ihe family or families, or 
per un or parsons living nearest to such 
place or abode. The Superintendent may 
employ speciul agents or other means to 
make an enumeration of all the Indians 
living within the jurisdiction 
of the 


United States, with such information as 
to their condition us may be obtainable, 
classifying them as to Indians taxed and 
Indians not taxed. 


Enumerators will make all of their re- 


ports and receive all of their instructions 
from Supervisors and will make np reports 
to those Supervisors, The compensation 
of enumerators will be ascertained and fixed 
np as follows: 


In subdivisions where the Superintend- 


ent of the census shall deem such an allow- 
ance sufficient, an allowance not exceed- 
ing 2 cents for each living inhabitant, 2 
cents for each death, reported, 15 cents for 
each farm and 20 cents for each establish- 
ment of productive industry enumerated 
and retained, and for each surviving sol- 
dier, sailor, or marine returned 5 cents, may 
be given in full compensation for all sorv- 
1069; provided, that tbe subdivision to 
which the above rate of compensation elull 
apply must be designated by the Super- 
intendent of tbe census at least one 
month in advance of tbe enumeration. 
Kates of compeufatiou for all other sub- 
divisions shall be fixed in advance of the 
enumeration by the Superintendent of the 
census, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior, according to the difficulty 
of enumeration having reference to the 
nature of the region to be canvassed aud 
the other density or sparpeness of settle- 
ment, or other considerations pertinent 
thereto; but the compensation allowed to 
any enumerator in any such district shall 
not be loss than $3 nor more than $6 per 
day of ten hours actual field-work each 
when per diem compensation shall be 
established by tbe Secretary of the In- 
terior; nor more than 3 cents for each 
living inhabitant, 20 cents for each farm 
_und 30 cents for each establishment of 
productive industry enumerated and re- 
tnrned when a per capita compensation 
will be deemed advisable by tbe Secretary 
of the Interior. No claim for mileage or 
traveling expenses will be allowed any 
enumerator in either class of subdivisions, 
except in extreme cases, and then only 
when authority has been previously granted 
by the Superintendent of tbo Census. The 
Superintendent of Census will prescribe 
uniform methods and suitable forms for 
koi-pirg accounts of the number of people 
enumerated or the time occupied in field 
work for the purpose of ascertaining the 
amounts due to enumerators severally. 
The subdivision assigned to any enumer- 
ator sbal' not exceed 4,000 inhabitants, as 
near as may be, according to tbe estimate!) 
based on the Tenth census. The bound- 
aries of all subdivisions should be clearly 
described by civil divisions, rivers, roads, 
public surveys or other easily distinguished 
lines. 


There is a great deal of general and sta- 


tistical information which enumerators will 
be designated to ptocure, besides the num- 
ber and character if 
tbe inhabitants. 


There will be information regarding the 
natural character of tbe ground and manu- 
factories. 
Tbe period of time which the 


enumerators are expected to put into their 
work is abont thirty days. The Supervis- 
ors are expected to complete their work in 
about seventy-five days. The enumeration 
is to be begun on the first Monday of June 
neit and tbe enumerators are required to 
make full reports to the Supervisors on or 
before July 1, allowing but thirty days in 
which to corrpleln their work.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—The Judge con- 


cluded bis charge as follows: "The evi 
deuce in proof of the conspiracy will be 
generally in the nature of the case cir- 
cumstantial. 
Though a common design 


ia the essence ot the charge, it is not nec- 
essary to prove that defendants came to- 
gether and actually agrec-d to have that de- 
sign and to pursue it by common means. 
If the ju.-y beliavu frjin the evidence that 
the defendants conspired together, or with 
others who were to the Grand Jurors un- 
known, to kill and murder Patrick Henry 
Cronin, and that one or more of the con- 
spirators, in furtherance of such con- 
spiracy, did kill taid Oronm, in tbe man- 
ner and form charged, then they, or all cf 
the defendants, if any, who so conspired 
are in law guilty of such murder, although 
they may nut have actually killed said 
Cronin, or been present at the time of the 
killing. 
You onght 
not 
and cannot 


legally convict the defendants, or either of 
them, upon the mere doctrine of chance 
and probability. Even though it were far 
more likely and probable that they are 
guilty than innocent, yet no amount of 
suspicion will warrant yon in finding a ver- 
dict of guilty against defesdants 01 any of 
them." 


Tbe bailiffs who were to have charge of 


the jury were then sworn to faithfully dis- 
charge their duty and the jurymen were 
taken to their room. After considerable 
discussion between counsel, all of the arti- 
cles, except Cronin'B clothes, were taken 
to tbe jury-room for inspection. At 4:35 
p 11. the Court adjourned until 8 o'clock. 
A.t the latter hour a large crowd was in 
waiting, but the jury were not ready, and 
Judge McConnell announced he would re- 
turn again at 10 o'clock to see if tbe jury 
bad any communication to make. 


At 11 o'clock no word having been re- 


ceived from the jury, Judge MoConnell an- 
nounced that Court would adjourn until 
10 o'clock to-morrow morning, to give the 
jurors further time for deliberation.

Crank on Food.

New YOBK, Dtc. 12.—John Blake, one 


of the inmates of the Long Island City 
jail, eats black spiders. 
Tte .morning 


after his committal about a month ago, he 
was summoned to breakfast with the rest 
of the prisoners, but said he did not want 
anything to eat. Be ate nothing all day 
and on the following morning refused 
food. Blake frequently nuked the keepers 
if his wife had called, and seemed very de- 
jected when informed that she had not. 
On the third morning of his imprisonment, 
during which time not a morsel of food 
had passed his lips, Mrs. Blake came to 
the jail and asked to see her husband. 
When she was being searched a small tin 
box filled with bhok spiders was found in 
her pocket. 
She said shs bad brought 


them for her husband, and said he would 
starve to death unless be obtained some 
black spider*. 
A consultation by the 


jailers was held, and it was finally dec ded 
to give him o.'o of them oud see what ef- 
fect it would bay,'. 
A keeper took one of 


ih' spiders oat of the box, gave it to his 
wife and allowed her to take it to her hns- 
bmd. He took the epider, a very large 
un-, allowed it to crail over his haud, 
and [>r-Esicgit between his fingers, deliber- 
ately put it in his mouth aud ate it. He 
suit] that he ate two spiders before each 
mi-a', after which he coaM eat any Uud of 
food without endangincg his digestive 
orgars. Mn. Blake has called at the prison 
almost every other day since her husband 
was committed and brought a box contain- 
ing from six to eight spiders. 


Blake for a nomber of years baa been a 


"crank" on the subject of food, and always 
declared that all food which the people of 
the present generation eat contains a cer- 
tain amount of poisonous matter, and nn- 
lesn something is eaten to counteract it, a 
person's life will be greatly shortened. He 
finally came to the conclusion, after va- 
rious experiments, that spiders contained 
the desired substance. A number of phy- 
sicians will examine Blake with a view to 
learning if be is mentally sound.

These ex- 
raises, though a good feature in school 
ork, really gives no idea at all of tbe 
ctnal work done, being in the nature of 
relaxation from the ordinary daily routine. 
So, too, when an Institute is held, peo- 
le crowd the rooms to whioh they are or- 
marily strangers, enjoying the excitement 
ttsndant thereon and judging of this or 
mt teacher by the showing he or she 
akes, often awarding the palms to tbe 
ne who deserves it the least. Teachers 
hose hearts are in their work—and none 


may hope for success whose hearts are not 
arneslly desire the co-operation of parents 
and would be pleased to have snob visit 
he schools and show that they are at least 
as much interested in the welfare of their 


wn children as are tbe teachers them- 
elves. 


If parents possessed the visible cap of 


the fairy tales, they might, by visiting the 
chools, sometimes see traits in their be- 
oved children which wonld surprise their 
ond hearts, and lead them more readily to 
excuse the teacher of whom the children 
iften spiak as a "cross old thing."
